CAUGHT IN BED 


Warning Mrs. Daniels to remain

Immediately Salsberry protested 


his innocence of any crime 
and 


said that he could produce wit- 
nesses to prove his story of be- 
ing intoxiciated Wednesday, night. 
Nevertheless, he was placed under 
arrest. 


He presented a sorry sight. His 


forehead was cut and bruised, both 
knees were injured and both hands 
cut. The man said, in bis con- 
fession, that after the shooting he 
walked to the Norfolk & Western 
railroad track where he attempted 
to board a freight train. He said 
he was thrown to the cinder right- 
of-way suffering his injuries. 
He 


walked the entire way to his home, 
traveling on the railroad track as 
far as the Lockbourne-rd then to 
his residence. 


He lost considerable blood and 


was almost exhausted when 
he 


reached home at 10 a. m. Thurs- 
day. He was not stopped by any- 
one on the way, he said.

it passed the House, a senate 
judiciary sub-committee today fa- 
vorably reported a new measure, 
legalizing 3.05 beer by weight. 


This represented a reduction of 


the alcoholic content of the beer 
to be legalized aa the House pro- 
posed to authorize 3.2 beer by 
weight. 


The new bill also would legalize 


wine and 'other vineous liquors, 
containing up to 3.05 per cent 
alcohol. 


The slash in alcoholic content j 


was made to conform with recent! 
findings of a British royal com- 
mission which made a lengthy i 
investigation into the intoxicating] 
effects of beer. This commission 
found that 3.05 by weight was the 
highest alcoholic content in non- 
intoxicating beer. 


Another new provision would! 


prohibit sale either of beer 
or 


wine in any state, having greater! 
alcoholic content "than permitted 
by the law of the state." 
This 


would impose the state rights 
doctrine on legalized beer, so that 
dry states could forbid its sale or 
importation. 
The legalizing pro- 


vision was carefully drawn in 
order to avoid constitutional 
at- 


tacks. It 
merely 
removed the 


penalties for manufacturing, sell- 
ing or transporting beer with not 
more than 3.05 per cent 
of 


alcoholic content.

Snipes Child to 
Escape Stigma of 
Birth in Prison 


As usual, Columbus today was 


seeking an extension of the dead- 
line set by the state board of 
health for that city to have plans 
for the construction of a suitable 
sawage disposal plant completed. 
As a matter of fact the city just 
doesn't have any plans. 


Fighting in council, first 
over 


one plan, then over another, with 
politics having as much to do 
with the squabble as any other 
one thing, has resulted in no pro- 
gress at all being made. 


The question asked the 
state 


board of health, which has 
time 


and again ordered the city to cor- 
rect its sewage situation and in a 
great way help clean-up the Scioto 
river, will be for " more time to 
decide upon what type of sewage 
disposal plant it shall build 
to 


obey the state's order." 


The chief plea to be offered will 


undoubtedly be that City Attorney 
John L. Davtes is now investigat- 
ing the legality of the city enter- 
ing into a contract with " O. L. 
Barneby of the American Solvent 
Recovery Corp., under which Mr. 
Barneby would take over the 
city's present sewage plant, build 
auxiliary works and guarantee 
satisfactry results. 


The last extension given 
the 


city was last October when a bond 
issue for th^e and 
one-half 


millions was placed before 
the 


voters only to lose. 


Three plans have bean offered to 


the city for righting its problem, 
one of the being offered by Jack 
Travers 
who declares 
he can 


build Columbus an adequate plant 
for $160,000 with $9,600 for 
his 


engineering fee. Operating 
cost 


would be $18.75 per million gallons 
of sewage handled with some re- 
turn in revenue from the 
sale 


of sludge, or solids removed, as 
fertilizer. 


Travers built the plant located 


on the Scioto river here and also 
one at Ashland which is now 
operating. 


He suomitted three operating 


plans to Columbus council one 
that the city pay all operating, 
costs, take all revenue from sale 
of sludge, and pay him $300 
a 


month as a supervising engineer.
